WHEREAS, in 1989, the Common Council adopted an 
Ordinance No. G-16-89, which prohibits the pledging of 
revenue from the County Option Income Tax (C.O.I.T.);

WHEREAS, Ordinance No. G-16-89 could be 
interpreted as prohibiting the use of future C.O.I.T. 
revenues to repay any such borrowing; 

WHEREAS, to avoid any confusion, Ordinance No. 
G-16-89 should be repealed. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE COMMON 
COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF FORT WAYNE, INDIANA: 

SECTION 1. City of Fort Wayne Ordinance No. G- 
16-89, a copy of which is attached hereto as Exhibit "A," 
is hereby repealed. 

SECTION 2. That this Ordinance shall be in

GENERAL ORDINANCE NO.  G-89- 
AN ORDINANCE PROHIBITING THE CITY OF FORT WAYNE 
FROM PLEDGING REVENUE FROM THE COUNTY OPTION 
INCOME TAX (C.O.I.T.) FOR A BOND ISSUE 

WHEREAS, the Common Council of the City of Fort 
Wayne upon the initiation of the Mayor of the City of Fort 
Wayne, and as a member of the County Income Tax Council, 
recently proposed an ordinance to the County Income Tax 
Council establishing for the first time, a County Option 
Income Tax (C.O.I.T.); all pursuant to the terms of Indiana 
Code $6-3.5-6-1, et seq.; and 

WHEREAS, within the context of said statute, a 
County Income Tax Council is established for each County in 
the State of Indiana, the membership of which consists of 
the fiscal body of the County, and the fiscal body of each 
city or town that lies either partially or entirely within 
the County; and | 

WHEREAS, utilizing procedures described in said 
chapter of the Indiana Code, a County Income Tax Council may 
adopt ordinances to, impose the County Option Income Tax 
Council in its County, rescind the County Option Income Tax 
in its County, increase the County Option Income Tax for the 
County, freeze the County Income Tax for its County, or 
increase the homestead credit in its County; and 

WHEREAS, by the terms of Indiana Code §6-3.5-6-12 
the County Option Income Tax imposed by the County Income 
Tax Council under that chapter of the Indiana Code remains 
in effect until rescinded; and 

WHEREAS, pursuant to the terms of Indiana Code 
§6-3.5-6-12, the County Income Tax Council of a County may 
rescind the County Option Income Tax by passing an ordinance 
to rescind the tax after January lst but before June lst of 


the year; and 
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County Option Income Tax for any purposes permitted by I.C. 
$5-1-14, or any other statute. 

Section 2.- That this ordinance shall be in full 
force and effect from and after its passage and signing by 


the Mayor.
